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We, PuANz Eahl, MajixLfactarer, and 
Willi Landatt, Merahant, Iboth German 
nationals, and Ijotli of 207, Priedricli- 
strasse, Berlin, Germany, do hereby 
declare tke natnre of tliis invention and 
in wkat manner tke same is to be per- 
formed^ to be particularly described and 
ascertained in and by the following 
statement : — 

Onr invention relates to the treatment 
of mucous membranes of the nose. 

The object of the invention is a process 
which, is intended to serve for the irradia- 
tion of the cavities of the nose from the 
15 inside. 

According to the invention a device for 
treating affected mucous membranes of the 
nose by irradiation from electrical resist- 
ance bodies which can be inserted in the 
20 nostrils is provided having two resistance 
bodies movably secured to a common 
handle in such manner that the^ allow 
bein^ introduced simultaneously in both 
nostnls. 

The accompanying drawing shows a 
convenient form of execution of the inven- 
tion. 

Referring to the drawing, 1, 1 are two 
suitably shaped electric low voltage lamps 

30 of (blue glass, which are surrounded by 
grid-like apertured jjrotective caps 2 made 
from heat insulating material. The 
lamps 1 are held in well known manner 
by sockets 3. These are supported by the 

35 Imks i which are each connected with one 
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end of a link 5^ one link 5 for each lamp, 
which is pivoted on an extension of the 
hollow handle 6, throngh which are con- 
ducted the lamp current supply leads 7. 

As a source of current can be used for 
instance a pocket lamp battery 40. 

HavuLg now particularly described and 
ascertained the natnre of our said inven- 
tion and in what manner the same is to 
be performed, we declare that what we 
claim is :— 

1. Device for treating affected mncous 
membranes of thdi nose by irradiation from 
electrical resistance bodies which can be 
inserted in the nostrils, characterised 
thereby that two resistance bodies are 
movably secured to a common handle 
in suci manner that they allow being 
introduced simultaneously in iboth 
nostrils. 

2. Device as claimed in Claim 1, char- 
acterised thereby, that iie resistance 
bodies are linlced to the handle so that 
they can be adjusted with regard to their 
angular position relative to each other 
and with regard to the distance between 
them.
